The unit 
provision was put throug h to prevent 
I any deleg ates from jumping the traces 
; at the various conventions. 
No instructions were g iven the state 
deleg ation althoug h it had been the 
plan of some of the manag ers if a 
committee named by the 
chairm an 
should lw* allowed to select the dele­ 
g ates to name a Ralston deleg ation as 
nearly as possible. 
Of course the first 
duty of the deleg ation was expected to 
be to look after the interests of At­ 
torney General Honan and if deemed 
wise on his account to divide the vote 
between Ralston and Boehne. 
The 
convention voted for each township to 
select its deleg ates and it is believed 
more Bochne men g ot on than had 
been planned. 
It is known some Boehne deleg ates 
were selected but the majority are for 
Ralston. 
How much of a division 
will l>e made either on account of per­ 
sonal preferences or as a matter of 
politics is not known hut is author- 
itively stated that if nesessary R als­ 
ton will g et the big end of the dele­ 
g ation.

This was a ruse and 
the rebels, who were deceiv ed, charg­ 
ed forward with fierce yells. 
Sudden­ 
ly. when they were half way down the 
street, the federáis came out of doors 
behind the rebels and others poured 
a withering fire on them from the tops 
of houses. 
The rebels were mowed 
down from in front and behind, and 
in fifteen minutes 300 of the Vasquis­ 
tas had been slaughtered. 
The feder 
ale lost only one man. 
There was an approximately identi­ 
cal maneuv er on the west side of the 
town, but only sev en rebels were kill­ 
ed in this affair. 
The blow- is a seri­ 
ous one to the cause 
of the rebels. 
They had taken the entire country ex­ 
cept for a radius of ten miles with 
Torreon as the center. Anarchy reigns 
and the number of m urders is in­ 
creasing.

“At this time we do not wish to dis 
cuss our plans v ery fully or say who 
Is interested in it,” said one of the 
promoters, “because doing so might 
lead to interference. 
At first the buy 
ers’ company will he a Muncie concern 
but its scope* will be broadened as rap­ 
idly as possible. 
Our intention is tc 
specialize at first on groceries and 
farm produce, raising on leased farms 
as much produce as we can and buying 
grocerjes in large 
quantities in the 
cheapest markets.

Its m ost re m a rk a b le fea­ 
ture p e rh a p s Is the curiously elonga­ 
ted nose w hich, tog ether with its pro- 
j truding jaw , gives It Its peculiar gob- 
| lin-llke ap pearance.

te e th 
are 
; sharp and slender, each like th e point- 
i ed end of an awl. 
They m ust consti- 
| tute a m ost form idable w eapon in th e 
fish’s life and m ust be fingered w ith 
caution, even after the fish’s death. 
! All tog e th e r this shark is so different 
from every other specim en h ith erto 
caught th a t the ex perts are inclined 
: to classify it as a distinct fam ily by 
itself. 
T h e new goblin sh a rk differs 
from th e kind already know n in th a t 
his jaw is less protruding, th e spira­ 
cle is m uch sm aller and th e ey e is 
situated opposite the 
m iddle of

m ore room on th e ground that a two- 
story house having the sam e am ount 
of floor 
area. 
Som etim es 
builders 
claim that such houses cost m ore be­ 
cause of the e x tra foundation and th e 
ex tra roof; but If y ou steal a little 
space from the gables, the way this 
plan does it, y ou get m ore room and 
m ore com fort th an y ou have with the 
ordinary restricted two story house. 
T he foundation and roof to cover 
tw o different 
floors, one above the 
other, m ay not cost much more th an a 
foundation and roof of the sam e size 
to cover one floor, but there are a rg u­ 
m ents both way s. 
It is a question 
th a t builders have never settled, and 
one they never can settle, because in­ 
dividual ta ste s differ 
and 
require­ 
m ents a re different In each case. 
If a 
person prefers th e com fortable hom e 
look of a low, wide house, that Is the 
proper thing to build, 
provided, 
of 
course, that conditions are favorable 
for such a dwelling. 
G enerally speaking, in a village or 
th e suburbs of a large town, a cot­ 
tage looks b e tter than the ordinary 
cheap two-story house, because it is 
easier to give it a cozy , home-like ap­ 
pearance. 
T he higher y ou get up into 
the air, the m ore difficult It is to de­ 
sigh at m oderate cost a house th a t 


com es or w hen th e re is a funeral in 
the family . 
At such tim es, one w in­ 
dow is opened a few inches if the

T h e p oultry m a n should endeavor to 
feed all th a t th e hens w ill consum e 
a nd r e tur n a profit for it, and skill 
and e x p erience a re ne c e ssa ry to de­ 
te rm ine th is am ount. 
E ggs a r e bought by th e dozen, but 
th e p oultry m a n who alw ay s m a rk e ts 
large, h e avy eg g s soon gets a prem i­ 
um of 5 c e nts or m ore a dozen above 
th e price for ordinary eggs. 
T he w isdom of giving th e fowls a 
well b ala nc e d ration m ay not appeal 
to m any , b ut a practical de m onstra ­ 
tion of w h a t th e well balanced ration 
will do will convince th e m ust sk e p ­ 
tical.
